KR. M. T. Hunter, of Virginia, Given a Collec. 
torship— His Remarkable Career. 
Wasuincton, May 21.—The president to- 
day made the iollowing appoinments: 
To be collector of customs, Robert M. T. 
Hunter, for the district of Tappahanock, Va. 
To be attorney of the United States, Henry 
C. Allen, for the western district of Virginia. 
To be marshal of the United States, Albert 
C. Gibson, for the district of Louisiana, 
R. M. T. Hunter, the new collector of cus- 
toms for the district of Tappahanock has hed 
a.remarkable history. Forty yeara ago he 
was the speaker of the house of representa- 
tives and was subsequently elected to the 
United States senate, where he served for 
fourteen yeers, until July, 1861, when he was 
expelled on the ground of participation in tho 
rebellion. He was secretary of state of the 
ecniccerecy and a member of the confederate 
senate. Ne was afterwards elected treasurer 
of Virginia, which office he held until about 
1€80, since which time he has 
been living in retirement on his small farm in 
Essex county. He is now about75 years of 
age. In 1560 he was candidate for the presi- 
dency before the Charleston convention. Tae 
cflice to which heis appointed pays $250 a year 
with fees and commissions, amounting in all 
to lees than $1,000. Mr. Hunter was very much 
impoverished by the war and was appointed 
to this office on his own application. 
Mr. Henry, the new district attorney for the 
western district of Virginia, is a resident of 
Shenandoah county.

We CHICAGO ELBCTION FRAUDS 


A Differevce of Opinion Between Jadge 
Gresbam and Justice Harlan, 
CuicaGo, Ill., May 21.—On an application 
for writ of error in the caseof Joseph C. Mackin 
and William J. Gallagher, which was argued 
before Judge Gresham and Justice Harlan, 
these two gentlemen disagree. The effect ot 
this is to send the case to the United S:ates 
supreme court. Mackin and Gallagher were 
convicted of rifling the ballot box in the third 
precinct of the cighteenth ward at the recent 
national election and substituting bogus ballots 
for those cast by the electors. They were re- 
leased on bail pendingthe decision on a mo- 
tion fora writoferror. Their prosecution was 
besed upon the filing of criminal information 
sgainst them by the United States district at- 
torney and the point was argued by their at- 
torney in the “ager instance, that their of- 


fense partoo of the nature of an 
“infamous crime” in the meaning of 
the United States statutes and 


that criminal information was not adequate, 
but that the accused should have been regu- 
larly indicted by the grand jury. On tnis 
point Justice Harlan and Judge Gresham dis- 
agreed, the former holding thatthe conviction 
of the men was adequate and complete. 

The proeecution of these two men has been 
long and expensive,and great interest centered 
in the result, owing to the prominence of 
Mackin in local political affairs. If the su- 
preme court should sustain Judge Gresham, 
the prosccution would have to be renewed. In 
the meantime, indictments against Mackin 
and Gallagher are pending in the state court. 
State’s attorney of Cook county, says that the 
trial of Mackin and Gallagher, under indictments 
procured in the criminal court of Cook county-is 
set iornext Monday and these. cases would be 
prosecuted Without any delay. The indictments 
en brace the same charges upon which they were 
couvicied in the United States district court.

THE ENGLISH MUDDLE. 


WHICH DOES NOT SEEM TO.GROW 
CLRBEARER. 


The Times Chargesthe European Powers With Be- 
ing in League Against Great Britain-Mr. Glad- 
sione Sharply Quesrtioned in Parliament 
~An Uneasy State of Feeling, Etc. 


Loxpox, May 21.—ihe times this morning 
returns to the Bosphore Egyptien incident for 
editorial discussion and makes it the subject 
upon which to basea general review of the 
whole situation in Egypt at the present mo- 
ment as afiected by the conflicting interests of 
the various European powers. It the course 
of this article it ssys: 

‘*There is too much reason to fear that a hostile 
combination against British influence and inter 
ests in Fgypt has been organized by the Euroreanu 
powers. Theirection in respecttothe Egyptian 
convention and in forcing the khedive by their 
protests to refund five per centage which had been 
deducted from the amount of coupons, has been 
clearsy intended to show thatthey are determined 
to insist upon every point against England. This 
opposition of the Kuropean powers to British 
interests in Egypt, the Times distinctly sees, must 
be taken intothe accountin any determination 
of the future policy of England upon the Nile. We 
have, however,’’ the writer continues, ‘‘the ad- 
valtage of porsession, and this is a fact which just 
pow it is not amiss to emphasize.”’

DeFreycinet, French foreign minister, had 
instructed the French consul at Cairo to assist 
Neibar Pasha, the Egyptian prime minister, 
to suppress the paper, however, if it publishes 
matter offensive to Egypt or aalend 

Concerning Turkey, Mr. Gladstone said that 
Lygland had had communications with the 
ROE in regerd tothe occupation of Suakim 
put rone with avy other power.

AT AN END. 


THE CLOSING SCENES OF THES 
COMMERCIAL CONVENTION, 


Resolutions Adopted Favorirng the Saspenrion of 
Silver Coinege—The Railroad Question Laid 
on the Table- Various Resolutions Adopt- 
ed— The Entertainments, Bre., Btc, 


7 he last session of the national commercial con- 
vention was called to order at nine o’clock a. m., 
by President Parsons. The extended debates of 
the day before had thrown the decision of two 


topics—the silver billand the subject of railroad 
contiol— over, thus materially curtailing the time 
which it was hoped it would have been devoted 
to general business. For the purpose, however, of 
giving miscelianeous matter a chance to get be- 
fore the convention, an effort was made for tha 
first hour to be devoted to its consideration, the 
speeches on topics to be limited to five minutes. 
The house, however, decided to dispose of the 
silver question. 

Ou motion of ex Governor Bullock, of Georgia, 
Hon, F. C, Morehead, general com missioner of the 
New Orleans exposition, was invited to a seat up- 
on tbe floor. 

The question then recurred to the following: 

“Does the public interest require the temporary 
suspension of the compulsory coinage of silver?” 

To this Mr, Hankey offered an amendment as 
follows: 


Resolved, That itis the sense of this convention 
that the publicinterest requires that the coinage 
of silver be continned and a return at ouce to its 
constitutional equality with gold. 


Dr. Miller, of Georgia, called for a division of 
the question on the amendment, which call was 
sustained, and the amendment, asit came befure 
the house for action, stood: 

Resolved, Thatit is the sense of this convention 
that the public interest requires that the coinage 
of silver be continued. 

Mr. Trenholm, of South Carolina, ascended the 
stage, and entered upon an elaborate assault upon 
theamendment. He referred pieasantly to the 
oratory of the gentlemen from Colorado, who had 
forgotten the business part of their topicin order 
to captivate the smiles of the many ladies who 
occupieé the dress circle during the delivery of 
their speeches. The question properly before the 
convention was, has any member of the conven- 
tion, outside ofthe gentlemen from Colorado, 
ever received any benefit from the passage of the 
Bland bill. This is not a mining convention. 
Does any body get ten cents insilver any easier 
than he dots a nickle for which he does not have 
to work? The money, no matterin what metal, 
is but a return for labor, aud labor is the capital 
ofthe country. What good doesitdo the miner 
wbhocelves to know that his employer is im- 
nelsely rich? What service is it 
to a man to know that in 
the country there is a circulating medium of $1,- 
x€0,000,000 when he cannot get a half a dollar for 
which he js willing to work. Under the forced sil- 
ver legislation there has been depreciation, resu!t- 
ing in busiuess suspensions, strikes and riots, 
There is impending over the country a calamity 
which will be disastrious to the creditor and of no 
benefit to the debtor, The people are courting this 
danger by using depreciated currency. During the 
war the south was flooded with paper money, 
which ruined the creditor, and by the circulation 
of whieh no debter was benefitted. The same state 
cfeaflairs (existed porth of Mason and Dixon’s 
line,though, not to,so great a Gegree,JThe Bland bil! 
simply puts the government in the field asa pur- 
chaser of Colorado silver, which it takes ont of cir- 
culation, ana thus maintains the value of that 
commodity. It requires the compulsory coinage 


of $2,000,006 to $4,000,000 of silver, 
vw Lich we will average at =3,000,- 
C00, That represents 60,000 bales of 
cotton. Now, suppose some southern congress- 


msn could have an act passed requiring the goy- 
ernment to go into the cotton market, to purchase 
€0,(C0 bales of cotton monthly, to build immanse 
warehouses, where itcould be stored and thus 
withdrawn from the cotton supply on the market, 
he would but do for the south what Mr. Bland has 
cone for the silver mines. Then the government, 
which has withdrawn $1,500,000,000 of silver from 
the market, could withdraw also from the cotton 
market 3,000,000 bales of cotton, and the hills of 
Georgia, to use the eloquent language of the silver 
advocate would smile quite as heartily as those 
of Colorado. If this is to be a paternal government 
ict it thus guard our cotton. 

Mr. Warner, of Alabama—I include Alabama's 


pig-iron. ; 

Mr. Trenholm—Yes, and petroleum, and even 
railroad stocks, all of which need 
government help to keep down over- 
production and to secure good prices. What 


benefit do we get from thesiiver bill, more than 
the people of Colorado would get from our cotton 
if similarly stored away? Under this silver legis- 
lation the country bas passed from a condition of 
prosperity to one of adversity. In every line of 
business into which credits entered there has been 
shrinkage and ruin. One calling dlone—agricul- 
culture—bas not suffered from this cause, and that 
exemption is due to the fact that farmers are de- 

pendent upon the returns of uature, and dco not 

deal in credits. All who are preparing goods for 

which they pay cash, in order to be put upon the 
market on credit, suffer from tne Bland bill, 

Colorado claims that the country needs to enlarge 

its circulation of $1,500,000,000. Yetin the faceof 

this they are working for actual coutraction, and 

the exclusion of gold from circulation. The cal- 

amity impending is, thatunder this hoarding of 

silver, gold is being driven upto a premium. If 

gold should be quoted in New York to-morrow at 

L¢ premium, gold, and treasury notes resting on 

eold, would at once be retired from circulation, 

apd we would have to depend on silver. the baser 

metal, $270,000,000 for our circulating medium. 

Thus gold would be driven out of the market, and 

silver would become the exclusive standard of cir- 

culation. What isit to the debtor that he can pay 

bis debts with a depreciated currency when he 

cannot even get that, under the violent contrac- 

tion thus brought about. Atthe passage of the 

Biand bill silver was within three cents of actual 

par value. Notwithstanding the paternal care of 

the government in retiring hundreds of millions 

ot it from the market itghas fallen in value to 34. 

Without government interference to bolster up the 

price it would now be 60. At 54 on the amount 
now out the government right make the differ- 

ence good. But carry out the Coloradan idea by 

increasing the volume to $600,000,000, at 60 cents 
on the dollar the government would be called 
upon to make good the remaining 40 to bring it 
up to the gold basis. Thisthe government could 
not attempt todo, and the problem would be 
solved by Ceclaring silver the only standard of 
value, and retiring gold ss beyond the ability of 
the peopie toown. Such action would throw the 
country back a century. Let the gentleman go 
back to Colorado and tell the people that the 
judgment day is coming, and the people of the 
south are awakened to the burdens which 
silver has brought upon them. In my own 
state, every member of congress from which sup- 
ported the Bland bill, every banker but one has 
signed a petition for the suspension of silver cdin- 
age. 

Mr. James, of New York, said hiscity was no 
more interested in this question than are other 
business commupities. New York is often alluded 
to as the headquarters of gold bugs, and is de- 
rounecd in demagogical speeches. What are the 
fects? New York merely happens to be the gold 
center, arcund which*congregates mea from all 
over the union who have made money. He knew 
that even now large contracts for the future were

Mr, Malone, of North Caroliza~

Mr, 5ymee, of Colorado— Does anybody at a bank 
counter discriminate in the kinds of current 
money which are passed to him over a bank coun- 
ter? 

Mr, James—No, but he will shortly, when gold 
is ata premium. 

Mr. Warner, of Alabama, declared that it was 
not a question of gold or silver which was before 
the houee, for we all favor the double standard. ~ 
The government should not be compelled to 
stamp silver in excess of what was put into 
circulation by the peopie. The 
governrrent buys Colorado silver 
at $4 77,100, Coins it and pays it out for 100. Shal 
we continue this? Declamation cannot obscure 
this fact. Thereare gold bugs, but Wwe find that 
there are silver bugs also, I would prefer the gold 
bug, though I am prepared to respect all bugs. 

[A voice—Exce pt bed bugs.] 

Mr. Wainer—What gcod does money do to peo- 
ple who cannot get a hold of it? What we want is 
capital, that is, the productions of farm and miae, 
for which people are willing to pay money, and 
when we go to dispose of that capital we want 
good money forit. Since the passage of the Bland 
bill $106 660,000 bas been added in silver to the 
circulating medium, while the gold balance in the 
treasury bas been reduced $23,000,000. When the 
idea gets out that the government cannot 
redeem its notes with gold, then the hotes will de- 
preciate. A gold dollar. a bushel of wheat, or two 
of potatoes are the squares of values, The stamp 
does not make the values—that will be regulated 
by supply and demand, The laboring man is the 
beaviest sufferer in contraction. Statistics show 
that of every dollar, seventy-two is paid to labor, 
twenty three tocapital aud five to the government, 
If payments are made in depreciated silver, sey- 
enty-two per cent of the loss falls upon labor.

THE RAILROAD QUESTION, 


The stage was taken by Mr, E..Hulbert, of Ivdi- 
ana, to discuss the proposition of the national 
control of railroads. 

Mr. Hulbert spoke as follows: 

Mr. President: I speak to the question, “Does 
the ,ublic interest require national coatrol of 


railway transportation?’ I take the negative. 
I give statistical figures in round numbers. 
At the close of the calender year, 1883, we haifa 
railway mileage of 121,592. Theamount of their 
share capital was $3,703,000,000, their funded debt 
$83.455.000 000, and their floating debt was 
$332.000,000, making their total cost $7.4195,000,000; 
oren average of $€2,176 per mile. Their gross 
earnings were $823,000,000and their net earnings 
$226 0(0. 40, They paid an interest aceount of $173, 
060,000, and dividends to the amount of $102,009,000, 
» total of interest and dividends paid was $275,- 
In 1883 they gtransported 400,000,000 tons 
freight At .° 3%, er ton the 
value ot this freight was $10,000,000,000. 
The total number of passengers transported was 
$12,000,000; over six times the total population of 
the United States inil#s0. Their earnings per pas- 
sepgrer, were a fraction over two cents per mile, 
Their freight earnings per ton were a fraction over 
one cent per mile. Surely no cause of complaint 
Our railways furnish us the cheapest rail 
rates in the world.

Witb this destructive and uncalled for compe- 
tition, which thus farthey have been unable to 
contio! within reasousble bounds, and with hos- 
tile legisiation by the states, the $7,000,000,000 in- 
vestea in our railways must soon 
hecome totally unproductive as an investment. 
Within the last decade, ourrailway managers have 
ty every means in their power sought to restrain 
com petition within reasonable bounds, but thus 
jer with but partie] suecess. Nor are their future 
efforts in this line likely to be more successful. 
We find ourselves then in this condition, with 
competition uncontrolabie by theratiways them- 
felyes, with hostile legisiatiou by the states, and 
threatened by congress, this $7,000,000400 must 
inevitably become valueless as an invest- 
ment. With the present destructive 

olicy there can be no _ other result. 
sit rot time to calla halt in this war upon capi- 
tal as represented by our railways? Our railways, 
together with the invincible energy of our people, 
has made us the first great power of the world. 
The proposed legislation is, to say the 
least, of doubdtiul expediency. Should 
we not “make haste’ slowly in a 
matter of this vast magnitude’? I beg leaye to re. 
peat that with uncontrolable competition between 
our railways, with hostile legislation by the states. 
with propescd legislation by the general govern- 
ment, and the senseless cry of monopoly, this in- 
vestment of $7,000,000,000 is threatened with utter 
bankruptcy. 

Whenever we reach that point in our history 
that a capital so vast, so far reaching in its influ. 
ences becomes unproductive as an investment, 
then we may look for universal bankruptcy, more 
wide spread and destructive in its effects than 
ever yet experienced in the history of the world. 

Our railways are denounced as monopolies.<Ia 
view of all that they have accomplished for usin 
material development, and their future absolute 
necessity to us for further progress, this seuseless 
war upon them should cease. 

Legisiation against them is the order of the day, 
me iT ation against the capita) invested in them. 

fany legisiation is to be had it should for their 
protection, protection against themselves in ruin- 
ous competition, protection against the effects of 
the cry of monopoly by the political demagogue, 
protection for the future development of this

Mr. Parsons spoke strongly against the social- 
istic spirit which is attackiog the rights of prop- 
erty.

Forthe two days that 
l bave been here! bave listened wita profound 
interest aba Cerived as much instruction as [ have 
senrsin thesame lergth of time. I am 
thapkinil] was presept here. Theinforma! maa- 
rer in which the vote is taken, the system by 
which itiscounted, puts nosort of charge upon 
anybody, aud it makes the expression of opinion 
powerless in the eyes of any man who knows the 
ipside working of that vote. I make that remark 
heaving in view the short discussion given to this 
very great question. ; 

In che state of Georgia alone seventy or e'ghty 
millions of property is invested in railroads, and 
that is a very small proportion of the amounts in- 
vested in many of the great states in the north and 
west. I1t is the largest question ever proposed or 
submitted, allecting the material interests of the 
country, toany parliamentary body. That-com- 
mission to whic 1 you, Mr, President, have so prop- 
erly referred to be appointed for that purpose, 
would have more power than the president of the 
United States himself, would have larger contro! 
over property than was ever committed to any leg- 
islative body. Under general regulations the leg- 
islative bodies of this country have jurisdictipn of 
property of every man. Bui to say how he shall 
eontrol his property is a power that does 
not exist anywhere, in any guvernment with 
which any of us are acquainted. 

The railroad problem, which so many mén have 
grappled, and which was discussed so ably by my 
distinguished friend last bight, is oneol great 
perplexity. Youremember he stated he could 
count upon the fingers of his two hands all the 
men who. if they were puttogether, might be 
eapable of framing a system that would work out 
this problem, If this is the case, how momentous 
is the question upon which we are new called to 
yote’ And, therefore, we should take care what 
wedo. As the influence of this lrighly intelligent 
and cultivated body might affect the question, we 
shonld be very careful tuat we do not use words 
too large ior our meaning, Asit stands at pres- 
ent, it includes the right to 
dispense with all the officers elected 
by thestockholders and to take entire Charge o! 
the railroads for the public interest. ‘Therefore 
Isay, and I doit most respecifally to the views 
expressed in reference to this question, thatif we 
pars any resoletion at ailb—and lam not opposed 
to the passage of aresolution, uor do I misrepre- 
sent those with whom I may beinconnectioninthe 
reilroad system of this part of the country—when 
I say that it is within the possibilities that some 
control by the national government is necessary 
according to the extent of their power aud within 
the proper forms of law,to prevent the misusing 
of these large powers and franchises which are 
cranuted to them, and to reguiate the great ques- 
tions-of inter-statecommerce. Therefore I say 
some such resolution as this is preferable to the 
one upon which we are asked to voie, viz.; “that 
the true interests of the pubilicand of the rail- 
weys are identical, and that congress should legis- 
laie upon thisbubject to protect alike the one 
and theether so faras itcando so to regulate 
inter state commerce.”’ 

The speech of General Lawton was accepted as 
conclusive of the impropriciy of action by the 
convention, and upon motion of Mr, Sutherlin, of 
Virginia, the railway theme was laid upon the 
table.

Now and forever forget, he _ said,

SILVER COINAGE, 


The Paper Read by Hoa. 8. Dana Horton, of 
Obio, 


In maintaining the affirmative of this resolu- 
tion, I may be permitted to state such germane 
additions to it as will make it in my judgment, 
cemplete; so that taking altogether, 1 may ap- 

ear as an advocate not me'ely of one truth—and 

,enDce & partial truth—butthe whole truth upon 
the subject of the resolution. 

A temporary discontinuance of compulsory 
silver coinage is all that is contemplated in the 
resolution, Now, it is, in my judgment, unfortun- 
ate that a nation should eyer be compelled to 
resort to compulsory coinage of full legal money, 
The most desirable constitution of money‘for the 
interest of the people, though it may not always 
be practicable, is in general that the law shoutd 
establish general features of a system, and the 
individual wishes and needs of the citizens deter- 
mine the details of practical application; in other 
words, that the law should establish the institu- 
tion of money, should prescribe what shall be 
money, what metals are coinable into money, and 
what the hee es apd imprint of the cvins shall 
be, and shall provide mints for manuiacturing 
them ; but holding back in its hands the manufac. 
ture of change which is not full legal tender. 
itsbould leave the further iniation fn getting 
bullion turned into money to the citizens, and 
those who wish to bring bullion to the mint for 
that purpose. This is our system as Hamilton 
established it. This is the general practice of 
modern governments. I shall, therefore, be al- 
lowed to complete the resolution by saying: 

Kesrolved—That it is desirable that the compul- 
sory coinsge of silver dollars be discontinued, 
and that measures be taken to preciude the pos- 
sibility or necessity of a subsequent recourse to 
ag peed re e. oa

Without any idea of committing myself sgainst 
a modificatien of this bill in detail, | can congratu- 
late those who are interested in the ques- 
tion that the affair is not entirely 
in a backward. state, that the oOvject 
of our resolution has been effectively 
bpandled in a wise aud conservative spirit. 

Lei me say at once gentlemen, that there is here 
no question of party who are worthy of the name 
of men, with their fellow citizens to enjoy it. 
Good money islike good health; all men want it, 
allinen needit. If we are taking measures to pre- 
vent cholera there are no party lines to be drawa, 
and itissowith our industrial and commercial 
epidemics that we have now to deal. 

The bill of which I speak, was supported by Sen- 
ator Bayard, of Delaware, now the secretary of 
state. 

fenator Sherman spoke ip favor of it. 

Mr. Buckner, of Missouri, late ehairman of the 
house committee on commerce and  bank-

General Francis S. Walker, of Massachusetts 
for the conference of 1878, and Mr. Evarts, of New 
York, eud Thurman, of Ohio, for the conference of 
ls81, yet 1 have entire confidence that the billcom- 
mands-their unqualified approval. 

In supporting the affirmative, therefore, of this 
resolution which forms the programme for this 
aftervpoon’s debate, you, gentlemen, will have the 
advantage, not of casting to the breezes a mere 
atonic wish, but of seconding the intention of 
known leaders of both political parties and of all 
sections of the country, evidenced by a measure 
now pending which, while it is eminently con- 
servative, will most effectually renlize the object 
of your resolution. aes 

We come then to the questions, what harm the 
continued coinage of silver is doing? What good 
will be done by the passage of this bill? What 
harm is the silver doing? 

Let us see, ’ 


The most obvious harm it is doing just nowisin - 


discouraging the investment ofcapital, lan well 
aware tbat the inflationist doctrinaire will say? 
“No, thateanrot bé It ought to be just the other 
way, because the more dollars we have the more 
prices should rise, and as prices rise the dividends 
of capital increase. So the silver coipage ought to 
encoursge the investment of capital”’ 

Now, my friends,the doctrinaire inflationist sees 
this, vet the capitalist doesn’t see it. 

Evidently we shall have to go to our 
trial on tbe facts, with leave to the 
doctrinaire inflationist toamend bis. pending to 
conform to the jacts; and chiefiy on the head olf 
conunaence, 

‘There is no question that the anticipation ofa 
premium in gold is widespread, and taat this feel- 
ing tends to deter capital from investing in any- 
thing thatis not sure to pay in gold: rather than 
Co that capital waits ana foregoes interest; aud 
hence there arisc instances where capital abroad 
fails to come to Anfrrica, when capital in America 
prefers to travel abroad where capital stands stag- 
LAant. 

Put it is needless for me, gentlemen, to accumu- 
late argument on thig head. You are busiuess 
men. Yon are watchin! ol the movements of cap- 
ital, ard the faets that I have outlined have been, 
no doubt, wmply ovoserved within the rauge of 
your personal observation. L*t us now tura from 
the shadow to thereality, from the fact of the fear 
and the danger which that fear foresees. — 

This rock, this breaker ahead, toward which we 
are Grifting—e premium on gold. 

it is plain to be seen that the ship of state is 
heeding straight for thet rock. The compulsory 
and certain filling upof our stock of money with 
silver, the uncertainty of maintaining our stock 
of gold, allare plainly within sight. Here in the 
south, where silver certificates have found their 
chief employment, the fear is openly expressed 
tbat the degradation of our ourrency will come, 
and tbat the southern holders of certificates will 
bear the burden of it. 

It is easy to object, of course; “itis true we are 
pointed in that direction, puta turn of the rud- 
der willsaye us.’’ It is also obvious that opinions 
differ widely, as to how soonthe turn of the rud- 
der is indispensable; - how soon at her present speed 
the ship will strike the rock. But what can you 
tay of pilots who want to put off the turn of the 
ruover till it was too late, who seem chiefl7z cur- 
ious to show how near they can come without 
Striking. Does not this sttitude of boyishness 
deserve a stern reproof from the enlightened opin- 
ion of this country? 

Third. A great harm which this compulsory 
Gaseage here, without limit of time, and unsup- 
ported by coinage in other nations is doing 
is one that is not quite as obvious as the two we 
have been considering. Toappreciate it, one must 
take his stand outside the country, must take in 
the international, the diplomatic bearings of thp 
situation, This, for us Americans, is not 80 dasy. 
Islanded here in our continent, with no great 
neighbor threatening our peace or the security of 
our borders, it is easy to apply the Monroe doc- 
trine to our politics and assume that American 
money is inviolate, that the Atlantic ana the Pa- 
cific and the gulf are barriers to the invasion of 
foreign imfivences affecting our money. 
Unfortunately the facts are inexorable that the 
Monroe doctrine has no application to money. 
Now, government's distrust of silver certificates is 
intensified by the quotations of bar silver in Lon- 
don. Theprice of wheat in Liverpool stirs the 
mercury in the price-gauges of Chicago. 
There is no cotton planter 
in the great states around you for whom tite price 
of cotton in Manchester has not a most effective 
interest, and the whole country make inquiries of 
the peness whether gold is going abroad or not 

When the tactics oi a Russian officer in the heart 
of the desert of Central Asia moves the barometer 
in Chicago one can hardly listen with patience to 
one who undertakes to evolve out of this inner 
conseiousness a pew declaration of independence 
in the matter of the regulation of onr monetary 
system and thinks he is a second Jefferson because 
he C0€Ss 80, 

Now, gentlemen, it is, as I said, the samednter- 
pational standpoint thatI ask you totake with 
me in Jooking at this question. To do this is 
merely to ask you to apply tothe silver question. 
The same measure of ability which. the bullion 
dealer, the wheat broker, tne cotton broker, each, 
— to his narrower ravge of subjects. 

e would write himself down a failure if he did 
not lookat his business from the international 
standpoint. Why can not we all, whoare inter- 
ested in the monetary system of this country, do 
the same thibpg? Of course it may takea little 
trouble, but still it certainly is worthy of a greater 
support than we shall have to make, 

Come with me a moment and examine the facts. 
Youremember that after the greenback war wa; 
bave our specie, at par, by January Ist, 
i879, . and the specie basis over it 
wes settled by the congress that we must 
be restored. Specie payments,gentlemen, you have

How could this-have been most ecasi- 
ly accomplished? kvyidently by offering to France 
rnd Germany and the other powers to coin silver 
at the French and German ratio, bat to refuse to 
coin silver unless they did. 

Tl eir interest in silver was no less than those at 
other times. The money of the world isan ocean, 
and each tract of sea requires the lateral et 7 
of the other tracts to keep itslevel. With all its 
gold, it was vital to Europe that silvershould re- 
main money. She holds herself some 1,500 mil- 
jions.of silver coin, taking change and silver and 
g0)d bonds together, the former coined with ref- 


.trence to 15%, the latter at 15%, while the Asiatic 


and Eyropean money between the sovereign and 
rupee, between the two halves of the British In- 
djan empire was 1534 tol. 

Germany wis gathering the costly lessons of 
monetary experience in tryingto sell off her 
melted thaliersata fair price—an experiment 
which ceased 1n 1879. lt was in that year that 
G ermany abandoned thisexperiment,and content: 
ed herself as she has ever since, with her ancestral 
silyer dollar. It was in that year that the epitaph 
was pronounced upon that experiment by the 
great German statesman. Bismarck said, “we 
found that we had been trying to make soup, with 
rotbing but hot waterin the pot.” 

Now that process was goiug on and its nature 
was becoming moreand more obyious when the 
United Strtes entered the fleld of silver iezisla- 
tion, 

‘be Jaw of February 728, 1878 made the 
offer to Eu'ope to coin siiver in con- 
currence with her  cailing a cdnference 
to discuss the matter but it did not 
stop there. It established a coinage limited in 
amcunt, fixing no bounds of time and its contin- 
uguce, and these dollars were coined, not af 15), 
but at 16. 

What sball we say, then, of this measure. The 
United States starting out to coin all alone,

now what that would mean, practically. It 
meant that if Europe should oo coining at 15% 
and the United States at 16 atthesametime the 
United States would be let out entirely. They 
wovid pot coin up dollars of new silver and their 
stcck on hand would make a —> Europe. 

Wiy? Because silver would worth, in that 
event, 3 per cent more in Europe 
than America, three -per cent being the 
difference between 1544 and 16, the European dol- 
lar beipg so much lighter than the American dol- 
Jar.’ 

VW hatssy you to those figures, gentlemen? There 
is here no sentiment on this supject, gentiemen; 
these are plain facts. 

Evidently, if our coinage was meant as strategy, 
as a ruse in internationai politics, it can hardly be 
seid-to bave been effective. But was it not posi- 
tively injurious? Certainly; and it held out to 
European statesmen who were . publicl 
committed against silver, the hope that the wor! 
would go overin time to the silver standard and 
by actual importation or by keeping up the price 
relieve Europe of its surplus stock. In so far the 
effect of this measure was to discourage the whole 
scheme of concurreut restoration of silver by the 
commercial nations. 

It is my bellef that it is this hope which, in one 
form or another, has contellied the attitude of 
Europe with reference to this question, and that it 
bas not yet lost its effectiveness. 

So much then forthe harm which the compul 
sory coinage of silver has done. Wecome now to 
the affirmative sideof the matter. Marz, what 
good is to be done by stopping silyer coinage? 

Gentlemen, the stoppage is a bi-metalist meas: 
ure. It will,in my belief, further the restoration 
of silver to its old place side by side with goid. 
Now I am inspired in speaking to you by the hope 
that it is not necessary to advance arguments to 

rove to you that the restoration of silver to its 

ormer piace with gold is desirabie. I remember 
maintaining in Parisin 1881 that Americans were 
all bi-metatsts.””

But, mark you, gentlemen, strong bimetalists as 
the Dutchmen are, they realize the perils of tae 
situation. They coin no more silver. The parlia- 
ment has made their banks ready to demonetize 
in ‘earnest when the reserve reaches the danger 
limit. They can melt down coins and sell tue 
bullion and charge the loss to the state treasury. 

We ask, therefore, thatthe United States show 
herself not inferior to Holland in monetary states- 
manship. 

But, gentemen, if there should be within reach 


, Ol my voice anyone who is unwillivg to accord 


to the international remonetization of silver 
the importance 1 attribute to it, I shall beg him to 
consider some very plain and yery practical facts. 
1 will maintain my course by a comparison of 
money with the earthand with the sea.

THE RAILROADS. 


To Be Bai't in East Tennessee---Two Pro: 
posed Routes. 

Concerning the new railroad whichis ex- 
pected to be built in East Tennessee there are 
two propositions. Oneistoextend the East 
Tennessce and Pacific through Smith, Putnam 
and Cumberland counties to Knoxville; the 
Other, torun a road from the Cincianati 
Southern through Crawford’s coal lands ia 
Fentress county to intersect with the Cum- 
berland and Caney Fork rivers 
at Carthage, in Smith county. 
That rcheme contemplates the cunstruction of 
ea brench to the Nashville and Chesapeake 
roed ircm Gailatin to Carthage, making 4 con- 
tinucus line trom the Nashville and Chesa- 
peake to the Cincinnati Southern and ulti- 
mately to Knoxviile. Atter striking the Cum- 
berland mountains the road would treverse & 
continuous coal bed to the Cincinnati Southern. 

The counties to be traversed are Sumner 
snd Wilson, Trousdale, Smith, Putuam, 
Cumberland and a part of Fentress or 
Morgan. The section from Carthage to 
the Cincinnati Southern, Mr. Crawford, 
a wealthy Pennsylvanian, proposes to build 
of his private means. e owns 200,000 
ecres of coal land and wants an outlet by way 
ot the Cumberland. The area which would 
be touched by the road contains an ivexhaus- 
tible store of the finest grade of coal and tim- 
ber, is rich in agricultural interests in the 
broadest sexse of the word. Such an avenue 
cf transportation cannot fail to prove a most 
materiai force in the development of the re- 
sources of that portion of the state. Wietner 
it will be built immediately is not determined, 
but tbat it will ultimately there is no doubt. 


PASSENGER RATE WAR. 


Charged With Violating the Passenger Rate 
Agreement, 
From the Louisville Courier-Journal. 

Ancther rate war has been started among the 
pstsepger sgeuts in this city. The Cincinnati 
southern is charged with violating the com- 
pect made between the associated passenger 
égents on the Sth ot last month, and charges 
witl be preferred against it accordingly. 

The trouble, it is claimed, originated ina 
reduction made to the students of the Soutlr- 
ern Baptist Theological seminary by Mr. C. !’. 
Atmore, passenger ageat of the Louisville and 
Nashville. He gave them a 60 percent rate and 
when he notified the other roads, according to 
agreement, come of them objected to his action. 
It was claimed by the Cincinnati Southern 
thet Mr. Atmore had been turnished lists of 
the students and the points to which they 
wished to go. Their destinations lay within 
the territory of the 0. & M., Air- Line, C., VU. 
& 8. W. and Cincinnati Southern, a good 


portion being to points where’ the 
latter road has the short route. 
When Mr. Atmore notified the different 


roads cf his action they attempted to secure a 
partofthe trade, bus failed, as the students 
Were nearly all committed tothe Louisville 
and Neshville passenger agent, Newman, of 
the Cincinnati Southern, thought the matter 
had been fixed up before hand, and concilu- 
ding this a gocd opportunity to befriend the 
students, eflered them the same rate, which a 
large tumber lost no time in accepting. This 
cut hes raiseda clamor among the other 
egents. 

It is claimed for Mr. Atmore that under 
any circumstances he would have been justi- 
fied in making a minister's rate to‘the theo- 
logical students, The different roads will 
prefer charges against Mr. Newman’s line be- 
tore the Central passenger committee. It they 
are sustained it will be fined $50. The trial 
will take place as soon as Mr. Atmore returns 
from Memphis. It will then be seen who is 
to blame.

By reference to the order of Wm. M. Baxter, 
general. counsei for Henry Fink, receiver for the 
hast Tennessee, Virginia aud Georgia railroad 
(Ou peuy, Copied herein below, it will be per: 
ceiyed that a shipper has no right to sue for goods 
lost, Or for overcharges made ou freights; and a 
patsenger has no right to sue for damage done to 


Lim, Or for loss Of baggage; and a farmer 
has LO ight to sue fer stock killed or 
Camaged. In a word no person has a right 


to sue, Or can sue without being punished, uniess 
the United States court graciously permits the 
suitto be brought.

THE CENSUS MUDDLE, 

The legislature of New York is controlled 
in both branches by republicans, while Gov- 
ernor Hill is a democrat. The constitution 
of the state provides for an enumeration of 
the people on every fifth year after a national 
census, for the purpose of making an equita- 
bie apportionment of members of the legis- 
lature. The legislature proceeded to passa 
bill providing for an expensive and diversi- 
fied census, and providing further for the ap- 
pointment of about three thousand enumer- 
ators by Secretary of Sta‘e Carr, who isa re- 
publican and a candidate forgovernor. Gov- 
ernor Hill promptly vetoed the bill on the 
ground that the constitution of the state 
contemplates a simple and inexpensive count 

of moses, and on the further ground that the 
enumerators should be selected by competi- 
tive examination under the civil service law 
ofthe state. The legislature adjourned with- 
utdsy without further action in relation to 
the subject, although each and every mem- 
ber had sworn to support the constitution of 
the state. Governor Hill at once called an 
exira session, and the legislature met again 
on Wednesday of this week. It can act on 
no question except such as the governor may 
reccommend for censideration, and Governor 
Hill took good care in calling a special session 
to confine i's work to legislation necessary to 
carry intoeflect that proyision of the consti- 
tuticn which says ‘an enumeration of the 
inhabitants shall be taken.”’ Governor Hill 
claims the jegislature bas no power to pro-

the power they bold. They ‘postponed the 
apporticnment of 15875 three whole years, 
end they dread the apportionment of 1888 
still more. The growth of the state is against 
them, andihey know it. Governor Hill’s 
position is impregnable, and is commended 
by such papers as the, Boston Advertiser and 
the New York Sun. He will be apt to stand 
firm, unless he sees the republicans are over 
anxious to ayoid an enumeration of any 
kind, eae 

South Carolina, like New York, is enjoying 
acensus muddle. Her constitution also calls 
for an envmeration asa basis of apportion- 
ment five years after each general census. 
The legislature of last fall did not passa 
census bill, owing to a disagreement between 
the two houses, and (iovernor Tosompson 
hesitates to call en ¢xtra session of legisla- 
ture. Heecan not proceed totake a census 
without legislative action, and if he convenes 
the legislature, a bili could not be passed and 
a census taken in time to secure a contribu- 
iion from the fecera! treasury. ‘The chances 
are tbat no action will be taken in relation 
tothe matter until the reguiar session in 
November, although the state constitution 
commends, and a federal statute inyites 
earlier ection.

The good work of building cur Y. M. UC. 
A. a home goes on bravely. The purpose is 
to raise enough money to build and equipand 
pay for a grand building that will be devoted 
from first brick to the last, every inca of it, 
to the good of the young men and boys 
of Atlania. Itis not proposed to perch a 
barn-like hall above two or three stores and 
call thata home. But to build a house that 
shall be a home—tiat shall be consecrated all 
over for the cause for which.it is built. Itis 
necerrary that this house shall ba complete, 
Itshould have its halls for lectures and 
music—its rooms in which stenography, tel- 
egraphy and practica! industrial education 
apd training of boys can be carried on—iis 
verandahs, its piezzas, its cosy windows and 
ts library in which they may be comfort- 
able—iis gymnasium and its baths. Is shoald 
heve hearthstones instead of registers. It 
should appeal to the boys as well as to their 
sense of beauty, and shou!d carry the sugges- 
tion of ahome to them. They must be made 
to feel thatit is not the partof a block of 
buildings devoted to business, but a great 
home, built for them and given to them, by 
the business men of Atlanta. 

To do this it is necessary that the building 
should be fully equipped and fully paid for. 
Ifa debt isleft onit, there must bs stores 
from which to get revenue to pay the debt 
with. But if it is paid for and equipped and 
turned over tothe young men asa gift in 
trust, they will need torent no part of it, 
but can give eyery partof itto the grand 
work for which it isdesigned. They will 
have less troub!e than they hays now, for in 
their new home, free of taxes by law, tify 
will bave no rent to pay. To build, eqaip 
and pay for this buiiding, will require 
$75 000. That amount we must have. 

It will be noticed that no subscription 
pspers bave been sent araund.

" THE GOLD RESSRVE. 

The New York papers have sprung ‘anew 
the question of (asthe Sun putsit) the ap- 
preaching suspension of gold - payments. 
The discussion hes been revived by aa article 
in which the Sun predicts that unless Secre- 
tary Manning abandons his proclaimed pur- 
pose of keeping in the treasury $100,000,000 
in gold, as a reserve fund for the redemption 
of the legal tender notes, he will very soon, 
for all other purposes, have to suspend gold 
payments. The Sun, after pointing out the 
decrease of the amount of avaiJabie gold in 
the hands of the secretary, is of the opinion 
that by the first of August, or, at least the 
first of September, Mr. Manning will have to 
choose between trenching on his $100,000,000 
goid reserve and the payment of interest on 
ihe public debt and of the ordinary expen- 
ses of the governmentin silver dollars, In 
this event, the Sun says, ‘‘we shall witness 
the supremacy of the much dreaded silver- 
standard.’’ This, our contemporary thinks, 
is much more likely to revive industry aad 
stimulate speculation than itis to create a 
financial panic or a collapse in business, 

. The Tribune, on the contrary, argues that 
no such contingency will arise, because the 
secretery bas ample power to sell bonds for 
the purpose of maintaining the reserve for 
the redemption of legal tender notes; and it 
goes on to say that the secretary could, in 
one week's time, if he deemed it necessary, 
putinto the treasury $100,000 000 morein 
gold by selling either of the descriptions 
of bonds described in the act of 1870.

> Sure that whoever buys the property 
will wish to control it. If he con- 
trels it amiss we may have our 
remedy at law; but the law's delay in case of water 
or air is a thing that cannot be borne. It is impos- 
sible to make any kind of contract that wonld not 
be liable to involve litigation. and one case of pro- 
tracted litigation might injare our city to the 
amount of many miiiong of dollars.

AN AMERICAN VENICE. 


A Propesal to Tun the Sireets of Jacksons 
ville Into Canals. 

From the Boston Courier. 

A citizen of Jacksonville, Florida has hit upon 
a wonderful idea, and he has done it, too, upon 
vety slight provocation. The correspondent of 
one of the newspapers chanced to remark that 
trafiic in Bay street, Jacksonville, was well nigh 
as noiseless on account of the sand as are the pics 
turesque waterways of Venice; and straightway it 
flashed into the quick and ingenious brain ofa 
reader of this remark that it would be very easy 
for Jacksonville to have streets not only as quietas 
those of Venice, but as watery. The sand is easily 
digged, why not excavate the streets to the depth 
of a dozen feet, and let the river into these impro- 
vised canals, thus establishing waterways through 
the city? The current would keep these streets

The capitol grounds now present a very in- 
teresting spectacle, and in @ week or so will be 
a bive of busy workmen. 


On the Washington strect stde is an over- 
head traveler 420 fee’ long, twenty feet. high 
end thirty-five feet wide. “This is a very un- 


usual piece of machinery, and is well worth 
goipg to eee. Two tracks are constructed 
twenty feet high and 420 feet long. They are

track is more like 
TWO SINGLE TRACKS 
on high posts. On this track isa truck that 
moves from one end to the other. On this 
ruck is a track. thirty-five feet long, running 
directly from one side of the big track to the 
other. On top of ali this isa smell box car 
in which is a very stout little engine and a 
jot of hoistibg machinery. In this car sits an 
engineer, literally operating an.elevated rail- 
youd. Ly handling his engine he can run up 
end down the long track, or across it, and-can 
hoist any piece of stone, iron or timber that is 
inreachot hisengine. At one end of this 
overhead travelet is the Georgia railroad side- 
track, where the material is delivered on the 
cers. Atthe other end are theshops, where 
the stone is worked. The stone runs under 
the north end of the traveler. The engineer 
runs his car directly above the particular 
jece of stone that he wants, chains and hooks 
gre adjusted tothe stone and itis raised into 
the air and the little car goes rapidly 
down the track to the point at which it is de- 
sired the stone should be left. This little ma- 
¢bine, twenty feet above ground, can lift @ 
piece of material weighing as much as twenty 
ions and deposit It at any point that iscoverad 
by the tracks of the traveler. 
MACBINERY FOR CAPITOL BUILDING, 
At the 


south end of the traveler is a sub- 
etentiel structure occupied by the engine and 
machinery for working the stone. A hundred 
borse power boiler and an eighty horse power 
engine {urnish the power thatis needed. There 


ere four gengsotcaws for sawing, the stone 


arc mense rubbing bed tor smoothing 
the sur . The saws are fitted into frames 
jike the eld fashioned crank saw mills but 
work horizontally es does an ordinary 
CTOSE saw. These saws are nothing 
but straight . pieces of iron 
twelve or ifteen feet long, a quarter of an inch 
thick and four inches wide. They have no 
teeth. One would naturally suppose that to 


saw stone would require teeth of a very extra- 
ordipery quality, but not so. On the contrary, 
no teeth at all are used. When the saws are 
frrange, several ina row and the stone is 
placed beneath, the surface of the stone is 


covered with a iot of sand three or four inches 
deep. An automatic sprinkler keeps this 
fand wet. As the sews are set in miotion the 


rand is kept well “chunked up,” and getting 
under the saw gradually wears away the 
stone. Thesaws cut about four inches an 
bourinto the stone. There are four gangs of 
ihe saws. In a few days an immense rolling 
bed will bo putin. A rubbing bed is a great 
A 

ece of stone will be put on it and held se- 
ourely While the bed will revolve and ‘wear a 
smooth surface to the stone. 

LIFTING THE MATERIAL INTO PLACE. 

A substentialshed has been arranged for a 
bundred and fifty stone cutters. It extends 
tlong the southern side of the grounds from 
Wechington street to Capitolavénue, Six im- 


mense boom derricks will be erected, to be 
used in hoisting material. Two are already 
up. These derricks, towering high up above 
everything else, with their thousands. of feet 


(i tackle, remind one of a cluster of great 
thips. They will bein a pertect system, and 
the great arms reaching out will pass stones 
irom one to another, thus covering every par 
ticle of the grounds. These derricks will be 
tun by steam. A line of underground shaft- 
ingrunning east and west, and another run- 
bing north and south, will be connected with 
the engines and the derricks, so that all 


the liiting will be done by machinery. 
In addition to this system of 
derricks and the overhead traveler there will 


be a tramway running all through the 
grounds. This has been partially built. 
_ it mey be interesting to know how the stone 
is disposed of after 1t enters the grounds. It 
comes from the quarry in blocks, averaging 
about a hundred cubic feet in size. It is taken 
irom the cars by the traveler and carried to 
the saws, and after being sawed to the proper 
thickness is carried to the rubbing bed. From 
there it goes tothe coping room, where the 
foreman of the stone cutters takes charza of it. 
ibe foreman, from the detailed drawinzs;, gets 
the measurements and turnsit over to the 
toper, who copes it into the desired size for a 
particular place in the building. Its place in 
the structure is then marked by letters and 
bgures, and it is delivered to the tramways or 
derricks and goes directly to the place that it 
bas been prepared for. 
HOW THE WORK IS PROGRESSING.

THE BaRRACKS. 


General Hancock Leaves for New York—Hoe 
Will Make a Favorabie-Report. 

It mey be considered definitely settled that 
Atianta will be a military post in a Very few 
months. 

General Hancock left for New York yeester- 
dey after completing his work of inspecting 
ayes sites tor the barracks, and from what 

e said it mey be understood that the matter 
will be decided just as soon as the necessary 
formalities can be gone through. : 

He was bere two weeks and worked very 
herd, spending his entire time except Sundays 
in driving out and looking at different pieces 
of property. No doubt he understands the 
matter fully and will be abie to make a valua- 
ble report. gehts 

He left by the Air- Line train at five o’clock, 
is departure he was ealled on by a 
Corstiretion reporter, to whom he said in re- 
sponse to an inquiry: 

“As you know, I have been here two weeks 
and have been driving over the country 
every day, morning and evening, except Sun- 
days. I have even been very busy today. I 
have completed my examinations and now go 
to New York direct, and what report I make 
will be made from there. Of course I cannot 
say now whet site will be selected, or even 
intimate anything of the sort because the se- 
lection requires the approval of the secretary 
of war. The facts will be presented to him 
and he will consider them.” 

“Will we know his decision soon ?”’ 

“Yes, think so. The legislature of Georgia 
meets in July and it is desirable that there 
should be reasonably prompt action in order 
that the necessary transfer of juriediction can 
be made. The first thing is the approval of 
the secretary of war; the next thing will be 
the exemination of the title, and then the 
state will be asked to give thé government 
either partial or absolute jurisdiction over the 
property that it is proposed to purchase.”’ 

“How are you satisfied with the property 
you have seen?” 

“J found several places that would suit our 
purposes well enough. This country is so 
rolling it does not admit of large tracts of level 
territory, but that can be remedied. We can 


‘get a hundred and fifty or two hundred acres 


and have choice of several such places. The 
property is from three to five miies from the 
center of the city.” 

‘“‘How do you find the water supply?” . 

“T find good water. The well water will ba 
plentiful, and 1 would not purchase a piece of 
property that did not have a bold, living 
stream. There wiil be no trouble about the 
water.” 

‘How about the climate?” 

“The climate is wonderful. Since I have 
been here it has beén most health-giving. I 
am very favorably impressed with the climate 
of Atlanta.’’
